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Amendment will be entered because it reduces the number of issues on appeal. 
The claims will be rejected upon entry based on the prior arts of record as in the final 
rejection. Amendment overcomes the obviousness type double patenting rejection. 

Arguments with respect to Hirose are not persuasive: polyacrylic acid is an 
organic acid, Hirose adds NaOH, and therefore, the reaction happens in presence of an 
organic acid and an alkali metal hydroxide as claimed. 

Arguments regarding the Tomaschke reference is not persuasive. Bipiperidine is 
a cycloaliphatic amine, which is aliphatic. Triethyl amine is not a tri-amine as applicant 
pointed out, it is a tertiary monoamine, and it is not considered as reacting with camphor 
sulfonic acid in the rejection. Arguments about pH for the dependent claims are not 
persuasive: The reference teaches pH in the claimed range. Working examples do not 
teach away the broad teaching of the reference.
